California Taxpayers' associa-
tion, shows. Per capi levies
for each of the fiscal y‘&rs are
based on population of the city
as shown by the 1940 census,
the association stated.

Total property taxes levied by
the city government amounted
to $280,120 in 1939, $247,422 in
1940 and $233,811 in 1941, the
association found. Such property
taxes are only a part of the
revenues . of cities, the associa-
tioh stated, pointing out that in
addition income to the cities
cofriés from grants and subven-
tion# ag well as from licenses,
feee, fines, etc. In' addition to
the city tax levies, the associ-
ation stated, people in the city
pay taxes to support the Federal,
state, county, school, and, in
most cases, district governments,
as well:
